to act upon the remaining articles. Voting followed. Polls closed 
7:10 P.M. Votes counted — results announced. Votes cast, 192; ab- 
sentee votes, 19; total votes, 211.

State legislature made two changes this year in Town Meeting 
elections, adding Moderator and Supervisor of Check List — previ- 
ously on State biennial ballot — and prohibiting any town officer 
from also holding the office of Town Treasurer.

Article 1. Town officer and referendum votes as cast yesterday 
announced. Town officers elected from the floor were:

Auditor — Cedric Valentine 


Article 2. Moved — Selectman Parker — 2nd from floor, that 
town appropriate the sum of $154,356.00 to defray town charges 
for 1978. Several of the larger items that had increased over last 
year were pointed out and good explanations given as to why by Ray 
Parker. 

Town Officers’ Exp. — Inflation with all costs up. Time and 
mileage. Insurance was explained by Paul Stevens, an insurance 
executive, in a very thorough and understanding manner. “An era 
of claims and suits. You must be protected. Town, officials, police, 
etc. All insurance costs higher as a result. Late 1976 billing in- 
cluded in 1977.” 

Legal Expenses — False arrest suit vs. Town and Police Chief.

Bronson Potter purchased land when placed for sale 
by Lewis Whitaker, to hold it for Town until after a Town Meeting 
vote. Road frontage on Old Ashby Rd. and Old Mill Rd. — 10 acres 
more or less. Only land! available in center of Town. Investment not 
development. Question moved — voted in affirmative — Article 
voted in affirmative.

Article 5. Moved and seconded. Old sander 5 years old. Two 
sanders cut cost of sanding, one man per sander. $1,000 rental of 
sander this winter applied to cost of new one.

Communication service to area towns in a complete muddle. 
Nelson suddenly discontinuing and Draper Co. developing new serv- 
ice. No one knows anything definite as to who, what, when, where. 
Turnover day set for July 1. No choice for Mason except to go along. 
Passed in affirmative. 


Article 19. Moved and seconded. No one is able to locate the 
“dump” because of the heavy fog enveloping it. Local Greenville in- 
action vs. State pressure for action will explode soon. Three possible 
choices for Mason — 1. Chew our own refuse, 2. Give it to Greenville, 
3. Send it to Wilton. Discussion only made the fog thicker. The 
question was moved and passed. Motion passed in affirmative to 
“Appropriate a sum not to exceed $1,000.00 to pay such other Town 
(you name it) for the disposal of Mason refuse for the remainder of 
1978”.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
Carl E. Bowers 


We can look back at the 1977-78 School Year with pride at 
the progress we have made and the many highlights of that 
year. To name a few: 

Appleton Academy became Appleton Elementary School, 
housing grades five and six with an enrollment of 69 in grade 
five and 72 in grade six for a total enrollment of 141 girls and 
boys from Greenville, Mason, and New Ipswich. 

Our staff consisted of Bruce Jenkins, Nancy Kenney, Mary 
Letourneau, Mary Harte, Janet Kowalewski and Nicki Molnar 
as full time teachers. Harvey Kangas who graduated from Ap- 
pleton, served as our custodian. 

Robert Johnson, Supervising Elementary Principal, moved 
his office from Greenville Public to Appleton Elementary so as 
to be centrally located and to take advantage of larger facilities. 
This makes it more efficient for receiving school supplies in 
preparation for delivery to the other four elementary schools. 

Elaine Whitney, who has worked for the School District in 
many capacities, serves as Secretary. 

Appleton Elementary not only provided us with the needed 
classrooms, but saved the Mascenic District many dollars in 
new construction. 

During the year we continued working in formulating school 
Policies and Procedures. Our School Philosophy, which follows, 
was adopted on March 20, 1978. 

‘‘The Mascenic Regional School commits itself to the 
growth of thinking, socially aware, independent and respon- 
sible citizens. We seek to develop individuals who have the 
capacity for adapting, in a positive way, to challenging and 
changing situations that arise in a complex and rapidly 
changing society. 

We believe that an education that stresses the Basic Skills 
and that common reservoir of knowledge required of all Ameri- 
cans will develop and promote rational attitudes, intellectual 
growth and emotional perspectives. It is our belief that this ap- 
proach must emphasize academic excellence and the ideals of 
democratic commitment. 

We believe that a respect for learning is enhanced by a rig- 
orous and challenging curriculum that includes both new and 
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conventional methodology in the teaching of basic skills of 
Reading, Writing and Computation. Curiosity, objectivity, re- 
spect for evidence, and the ability to think critically and crea- 
tively will be the prime learning process. Coupled with empha- 
sis on the basic competencies, we encourage the development of 
coping and survival skills, attitudes, habits of mind, and the 
kinds of knowledge and understandings that will be a vehicle 
by which growth and life-long learning will be nutured.”’ 

We can say with pride that we have been implementing 
Public Law 94-142 in providing a free and appropriate educa- 
tion for all handicapped children. For several years we have had 
a number of children attending various schools that have been 
approved by the New Hampshire State Department of Educa- 
tion. Monies for these programs, appear in what we have called 
the 1400 Account or Transfer Account. The Special Education 
Consortium works cooperatively with each School District in 
the placement of our boys and girls who need this specialized 
instruction. 3 

All of our six schools have been surveyed for accessibility to 
the handicapped as required by the 504 Regulation, and the 
Architectural Barrier Free Design Code for the State of New 
Hampshire. 

The few highlights I have mentioned were made possible 
with the cooperation and work from the Principals and the 
School’s Staff. 

The Mascenic School Board has worked many hours with 
the Administration in achieving these accomplishments and 
many others during the year. 

In conclusion, I wish to personally thank the School Board 
for their dedication, assistance, and support given to me during 
the year. Special appreciation goes to the Mascenic Community 
for their continued confidence in helping us to establish a school 
system that we can all be proud to support. 
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Mason’s Country Roads- 


(The Men and Equipment That Maintain Them) 


When one settles into a small town such as Mason, he no doubt 
comes for a reason. A peaceful way of life with few neighbors, escape 
from the fast way of life found in most cities, open space to operate 
a small farm perhaps. Whatever the reason he must realize that 
with this wonderful country living there are tradeoffs. One is that it 
requires over 37 miles of road to reach the 200 or so homes scattered 
across Mason, and caring for these roads is not an easy or inexpensive 


job. 


The full responsibility for the year round maintenance of Mason's 
roads falls on the shoulders of our Road Agent, Curtis M. Dunn. 
He along with his assistant, Bruce Berry, and the crew work long, 
hard hours keeping these roads in good repair. 


During the winter months these men and their equipment are 
called upon at all hours of the day and night to go sanding or plow- 
ing. Often they work 30 or 40 hours straight under the worst con- 
ditions that one could imagine. Just think of the anxiety of heading 
down some of Mason’s hills during an ice storm with a full load 
of sand on, not knowing for sure if you'll be upright when you hit the 
bottom. Plowing during some of our famous Nor’Easters when the 
wind is blowing so hard that the driver can barely see the road ahead, 
is just incredible. 


The equipment that these men work with is not the best, but it’s 
all that the town can afford. They have no town shed or barn to 
work from, and often have to battle frozen equipment before being 
able to move. They cannot store the sanders full because the sand 
will freeze. So when they are called upon to sand, they must go to 
the hare first and load, valuable time wasted when it is so critical 
at 2 or 3 A.M. Despite all these handicaps our Highway Depart- 
ment does a wonderful job keeping our 37 miles of road open and 
able to be traveled. They deserve a great deal of credit. 


Now, in keeping with the true country spirit, there are things we 
can do to help these hard-working men perform their tasks. First of 
all by keeping our vehicles in the best of condition for traveling on 
the winter roads and to drive at speeds suitable to the existing 
conditions, by refraining from parking on town roads during storms, 
and by keeping our eyes open and not feeling that our responsibility 
ends at our own driveway. We might shovel a run off and thereby 
drain a puddle or two. We could make sure that our driveways 
don't drain onto the traveled way, and we could refrain from de- 
positing snow from our driveways onto the roads. 


Probably the most important consideration of all is to remember 
that the men of the Highway Department have problems of their own 
and are no doubt tired, also. When it is necessary to bring a prob- 
lem to their attention a little thoughtful understanding will be greatly 
appreciated.
